David  Elder  added  to  L-R  staff 

David  Elder  '67  joined  the  L-R  coaching 
staff  as  the  director  of  football  operations 
and  high  school  relations. 

Elder  taught  and  coached  in  the  North 
Carolina  Public  School  System  for  the  past 
37  years  with  his  most  recent  stint  at  Hicko- 
ry High  School.  As  a  head  football  coach  in 
the  prep  ranks  for  18  years,  Elder  compiled 
a  138-71-1  mark.  His  1996  Hickory  squad 
went  16-0  on  the  year  and  won  the  NCH- 
SAA  3A  State  Championship.  Additionally,  Elder  won  six 
conference  coach-of-the-year  honors  and  was  an  assistant 
coach  on  the  2000  North  Carolina  Shrine  Bowl  staff.  Elder 
is  also  a  two-time  Associated  Press  State  Coach  of  the  Year 
(1996  and  1999)  for  his  undefeated  football  and  women's 
basketball  teams. 

An  outstanding  women's  basketball  coach  as  well,  Elder  put 
together  a  418-129  mark  as  a  mentor  and  won  three  state  cham- 
pionships (1995, 1998  and  1999),  all  with  Hickory  High  School. 
Elder  was  named  to  L-R's  Athletic  Hall  of  Fame  in  2000. 

"I  am  thrilled  to  announce  the  addition  of  Coach  David 
Elder  to  my  staff,"  said  head  football  coach  Wayne  Hichs.  "His 
wealth  of  knowledge  and  experience  will  be  an  asset  to  Lenoir- 
Rhyne.  He  is  extremely  well-respected  across  the  state  and  in 
the  Hickory  community.  It  is  a  high  honor  to  have  a  former 
L-R  graduate  to  help  me  with  the  rebuilding  of  Bear  Football." 

Elder  said,  "I  am  excited,  honored  and  feel  like  this  is  a 
great  opportunity  for  me  to  stay  in  football  coaching.  Coach 
Hicks  and  1  are  dedicated  to  making  the  Lenoir-Rhyne  football 
team  a  winner.

The  Lenoir-Rhyne  Women's  Golf  Team,  for  the  first  time  in  its 
five-year  history,  won  the  South  Atlantic  Conference  title  in 
2003.  The  Bears  won  by  15  strokes  over  Wingate  and  earned 
a  trip  to  the  NCAA  Division  II  playoffs.

The  Lenoir-Rhyne  College  Piedmont  Educational  Foundation 
has  commissioned  John  R.  Phelps  of  Running  Iron  Studio 
to  design  a  bronze  bear  statue  symbolizing  the  L-R  Bear  spirit. 
A  limited  number  of  these  sculptures  will  be  made  available 
to  L-R  fans  and  alumni.  The  sale  of  these  bear  statues  will  go 
directly  to  support  athletic  scholarships.  A  13-foot  version  of 
the  bear  is  to  be  placed  on  campus  as  a  permanent  fixture. 
The  large  bear  is  scheduled  to  be  unveiled  at  the  homecoming 
football  game  Oct.  2,  2004. 

Phelps  is  a  sculptor  and  painter  who  creates  realistic  art- 
works depicting  the  life  of  the  Old  West.  A  lifetime  of  cowboy- 
ing,  horse  packing,  hunting  and  fishing  lend  credence  to  his 
subject  matter. 

Phelps'  work  has  won  numerous  awards.  In  1999,  his  paint- 
ing for  the  Arts  for  the  Parks  competition  was  accepted  in  the 
top  100  and  went  on  to  win  the  Grand  Teton  Natural  History 
Association  Award  of  Merit,  given  each  year  for  the  painting 
"which  best  captures  the  essence  of  Grand  Teton  National  Park." 

His  work  has  been  commissioned  for  both  the  Jackson  Hole 
Old  West  Days  and  the  Wyoming  Centennial.  He  has  been  an 
invited  artist  to  the  CM  Russell  Auction,  in  Great  Falls,  Mont.. 
for  more  than  15  years.  His  paintings  and  sculpture  have  twice 
received  the  Award  of  Excellence  at  the  Nature  Works  show  in 
Tulsa,  Okla. 

Lenoir-Rhyne  alumni  and  fans  may  order  their  personal  bear 
statue  in  one  of  two  sizes.  The  Masterwork,  of  which  30  will  be 
produced  and  personally  signed  by  the  artist,  is  28  inches  in 
height  and  will  cost  $5,000.  The  Maquette,  which  is  8  inches 
in  height,  will  cost  $1,000,  with  a  limited  number  to  be  signed. 
Both  sizes  will  be  direct  replicas  of  the  large  bear  to  be  installed 
on  the  Lenoir-Rhyne  campus.  In  addition  to  receiving  their  own 
piece  of  original  artwork,  donors  will  have  the  satisfaction  of 
knowing  they  have  been  involved  in  the  campus-wide  project 
to  produce  the  Big  Bear  and  have  also  provided  much  needed 
assistance  to  Lenoir-Rhynes  student  athletes. 

This  project  is  a  one-time  fundraiser  to  support  Lenoir-Rh\Tie 
athletic  scholarships.  This  project  will  provide  a  lasting  legacy 
building  on  the  tradition  of  the  Lenoir-Rhyne  Bears.  To  obtain 
your  piece  of  Bear  artwork,  contact  the  PEF  office  at  (828)  328- 
7130.

Sorenson  holds  a  bachelor's  degree 
in  philosophy  and  sociology  from 
Augsburg  College  in  Minneapolis, 
Minn.,  and  a  diploma  of  theology 
from  Luther  Theological  Seminary  in 
St.  Paul,  Minn.  He  earned  a  master's 
degree  and  a  doctorate  in  sociology 
from  Florida  State  University. 
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Dr.  Paul  Weber, 
associate  profes- 
sor of  music,  has 
been  awarded  the 

2003  Raabe  Prize  for  Sacred  Compo- 
sition by  the  Association 
of  Lutheran  Church  Musicians.  The 
prize  is  given  for  a  musical  work  writ- 
ten within  the  last  five  years. 

Weber's  award-winning  piece  is 
"Arise,  Shine,  For  Your  Light  Has 
Come,"  commissioned  in  2001  by 
Henry  and  Ruth  Heil  of  Greenville, 
Pa.,  in  memory  of  their  daughter 
Pam,  who  died  in  a  car  accident  on 
Jan.  6,  1992,  the  Day  of  Epiphany. 

The  Raabe  Prize  carries  a  $2,000 
award,  to  be  shared  equally  by  the 
recipient  and  a  musical  or  ecclesiasti- 
cal organization  chosen  by  the  com- 
poser. Weber  is  coordinator  of  Lenoir- 
Rhyne's  Sacred  Music  Program  and 
director  of  the  college's  A  Cappella 
Choir.  A  prolific  composer,  he  has 
won  numerous  other  awards,  includ- 
ing the  1995  Chautauqua  Chamber 
Singers  Choral  Composition  Contest, 
the  1995  and  1997  Association  of 
Lutheran  Church  Musicians'  national 
composition  contest  and  the  St.  Olaf 
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Dr.  Dale  Bailey  wins  prize 
for  science  fiction  writing 

Since  he  was  a  child,  Dr.  Dale  Bailey,  assis- 
tant professor  of  English  at  Lenoir-Rhyne 
College,  has  loved  to  write.  As  a  second  grad- 
er, he  wrote  little  books,  illustrated  the  covers 
and  passed  them  around  to  his  family.  By  the 
time  he  was  in  fifth  grade,  Bailey  had  written  a 
third  of  a  fantasy  novel.  His  teacher  submitted 
his  work  in  an  arts  contest  sponsored  by  the 
Bulgarian  government.  He  was  one  of  10  win- 
ners from  the  United  States  to  win  a  trip  to 
Bulgaria.  That  trip  reinforced  his  desire  to 
become  a  writer. 

Today,  many  stories  later,  he's  a  published 
author  who's  gaining  quite  a  bit  of  attention 
among  writers  and  fans  of  science  fiction  and  dark  fanta- 
sy. Now  he  can  pass  around  his  recent  award- winning 
novella,  "Death  and  Suffrage,"  to  the  students  in  his 
English  classes  at  Lenoir-Rhyne.  Bailey  just  won  the 
2003  International  Horror  Guild  Award  for  Short  Fiction, 
Intermediate  Form.  He  was  also  a  finalist  in  the  First 
Novel  category  for  "The  Fallen,"  which  was  published 
by  Signet  in  November. 

The  guild  annually  recognizes  outstanding  achieve- 
ments in  the  field  of  horror  and  dark  fantasy  in  several 

categories.  These  include: 
novel;  first  novel;  long,  inter- 
mediate and  short  form  fic- 
tion; collection;  anthology; 
nonfiction;  graphic  narra- 
tive; periodical;  art;  film 
and  television. 

In  addition  to  awards, 
the  guild  recognizes  indi- 
viduals who  have  made 
meritorious  and  notable 
contributions  and/or  have 
substantially  influenced 
the  field  of  horror  and 
dark  fantasy  as  living 
legends.  Among  these 


recipients  are  William  F  Nolan,  Alice  Cooper,  Ray  Brad- 
bury and  Clive  Barker. 

Bailey  said,  "It  is  neat  to  be  included  in  the  company 
of  writers  I  grew  up  admiring  —  people  like  Peter  Straub, 
Ray  Bradbury  and  Stephen  King."  Baileys  winning  story 
"Death  and  Suffrage"  is  about  a  nightmarish  presidential 
contest  in  which  a  political  strategist  wrestles  with  his 
own  haunted  past  and  its  connections  with  an  onslaught 
of  the  newly  arisen  dead.  It  will  be  featured  in  his  collec- 
tion "The  Resurrection  Man's  Legacy  and  Other  Stories," 
scheduled  for  publication  in  November.  The  book  is 
currently  available  for  pre-ordering  at  Amazon.com.  The 
collections  title  story,  "The  Resurrection  Mans  Legacy," 
was  a  Nebula  nominee  in  1995  and  has  been  optioned  by 
20th  Century  Fox  for  development  as  a  motion  picture. 

Many  other  stories  in  the  book  are  set  in  his  home 
state  of  West  Virginia.  He  said,  "The  West  Virginia  I  tend 
to  write  about  is,  I  suppose,  a  kind  of  historical  fantasy, 
fleshed  out  from  my  father's  recollections  of  growing  up 
in  the  '30s  and  '40s.  His  stories  of  those  depression  and 
war  years  significantly  shaped  my  imagination." 

What's  next  for  Bailey?  His  new  novel,  "House  of  Bones," 
will  be  coming  out  in  December.  He  just  completed  a 
stint  as  visiting  writer  for  Bethany  College  in  Bethany,  W 
Va.  "There  are  plenty  of  things  I  want  to  do,"  Bailey  said. 
"The  problem  for  me  is  finding  the  time  to  do  it  all."        ■

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Student  selected  for 
writing  workshop 

For  15  years,  Hickory  native  Robert  Canipe,  40,  could  be 
found  behind  the  counter  of  Amazing  Heroes,  his  eclectic 
mall  bookstore  that  featured  science  fiction  and  fantasy  maga- 
zines and  books.  This  summer,  he  was  behind  a  desk  at  the 
Clarion  Science  Fiction  and  Fantasy  Writers'  Workshop  in 
Lansing,  Mich.,  writing  his  own  fiction. 

Canipe  learned  about  the  workshop  through  Dr.  Dale  Bailey, 


assistant  professor  of  English  at  L-R,  and  published  science  fic- 
tion/fantasy author.  Bailey  read  a  couple  of  Canipe's  short  stories 
and  encouraged  him  to  apply  to  the  Clarion  workshop.  Bailey 
had  attended  the  workshop  himself  several  years  ago.  Bailey 
told  Canipe,  "Writing  can  be  learned,  but  it  cannot  be  taught." 

Canipe  said,  "I  have  always  written,  but  I  had  never  written 
seriously  until  I  decided  to  go  back  to  school."  His  move  from 
businessman  to  student  happened  three  years  ago  when  he 
decided  to  operate  his  business  from  the  Web  and  enroll  at 
Catawba  Valley  Community  College.  While  there,  he  met 
Tint  Peeler,  an  English  instructor  who  is  also  a  writer.  He 
encouraged  Canipe's  writing  as  well.  The  two  men  teamed 
with  Carter  Monroe,  a  satirist  from  North  Carolina,  to  co- 
author "Writers  on  the  Storm."  The  recently  published  book  is 
a  collection  of  short  stories,  observations  and  essays  about  the 
contemporary  South.  Canipe  described  his  writing  as  Southern 
fiction.  His  inspiration  comes  from  listening:  "You  go  in  stores 
or  a  bar  and  you  just  sit,"  he  said. 

During  the  workshop  in  Michigan,  Canipe  honed  his  writ- 
ing skills  under  the  guidance  of  several  authors  of  science  fic- 
tion and  fantasy  including  Nalo  Hopkinson,  Kelly  Link,  Mau- 
reen McHugh,  Howard  Waldrop  and  Jim  Kelly.

The  Telly  is  one  of  the  most 
sought-after  awards  in  the  TV  com- 
mercial and  video  industry,  with  more 
than  10,000  entries  submitted  each

This  summer,  Leslie  Doiron  '04,  a  senior  communications 
major  at  Lenoir-Rhyne,  was  one  of  eight  students  chosen 
to  intern  with  Noggin,  a  children's  television  network  that  is 
part  of  MTV  Networks.  Nickelodeon  and  Nick  Jr.  are  also 
part  of  MTV  Networks. 

"I  was  very  excited  and  shocked,"  Doiron  said.  She  inter- 
viewed in  April  for  an  internship  with  Nickelodeon's  "Dora 
the  Explorer"  and  was  turned  down.  She  figured  she  could 
always  work  another  summer  at  the  day  care  center  of  her 
home  church,  St.  Mark's  Lutheran,  in  Jacksonville,  Fla.  She 
loved  children  and  would  get  broadcasting  experience  as 
soon  as  she  could. 

Then  in  late  May,  Noggin  notified  Doiron  they  had  an 
opening  for  an  intern  in  production  and  programming  if  she  wanted  the  position.  This 
summer  she  worked  right  outside  Times  Square  and  stayed  at  the  YWCA  in  Brooklyn. 
"Hey,  it's  not  the  Hilton,  but  it's  cheap  and  it'll  definitely  be  an  experience,"  she  said. 

Noggin  produces  commercial-free  children's  television  programs  in  conjunction 
with  Children's  Television  Workshop,  the  same  company  that  produces  "Sesame 
Street."  The  network,  launched  in  1999,  focuses  on  television  and  Internet  learning 
for  children.  Its  target  audience  is  children  2  through  12.  Doiron's  work  for  Noggin 
includes  production  work  on  "Play  With  Me  Sesame,"  a  30-minute  interactive 
version  of  "Sesame  Street"  for  pre-schoolers. 

She  is  also  working  on  the  Noggin  Web  site,  which  is  designed  so  children  can  cre- 
ate their  own  cartoons  using  the  animation  tool.  Then  they  submit  their  cartoons  to 
Noggin  for  use  on  the  air.  It's  Doiron's  job  to  review  the  submitted  cartoons,  making 
sure  the  children  don't  give  out  personal  information.  She  also  helps  determine  which 
ideas  get  used.  "Children's  broadcasting  is  a  relatively  small  and  specialized  area,  and 
I'm  happy  that  I  have  an  internship  in  the  field  that  I  want  to  go  into,"  she  said. 

Doiron's  life-long  interest  in  children's  television  coupled  with  her  love  for  children 
evolved  into  a  college  major  in  communications.  "I've  always  been  a  big  fan  of  the 
Muppets  and  I've  always  liked  working  with  kids,"  she  said.  Originally,  she  was  an 
elementary  education  major  at  L-R.  Like  her  mother,  Doiron  was  planning  to  teach. 

All  that  changed  last  year  when  she  performed  in  "Charlotte's  Web"  and  "A  Trio 
of  Tricksters"  at  the  College.  "I've  loved  those  experiences,  so  I'm  definitely  sure  that 
children's  broadcasting  is  what  I  want  to  do,"  Doiron  said. 

Once  she  made  up  her  mind  to  pursue  a  career  in  broadcasting,  she  didn't  waste 
any  time  looking  for  broadcasting  opportunities.  She  found  out  about  the  Noggin 
internship  by  searching  online.  Doiron  hopes  the  internship  will  eventually  turn  into 
a  full-time  job.  "I'd  really  like  to  work  for  'Sesame  Street'  or  Nickelodeon  and  maybe 
start  a  show  of  my  own,"  she  said.  ■

Mauney-Schaeffer 

Mauney-Schaeffer  Conference  Hall 
is  moving  closer  to  reality  thanks 
to  several  leadership  gifts.  The 
Charles  A.  Cannon  Charitable  Trusts  have 
given  $156,000,  which  will  equip  a  new 
computer  lab  in  the  building.  The  grant 
will  provide  equipment  and  technology 
upgrades  designed  to  prepare  students 
with  the  same  cutting-edge  technology 
they  will  encounter  in  graduate  school 
or  on  the  job. 

The  lab  will  feature  high-end  multime- 
dia computers,  plasma  screens,  digital 
white  boards,  scanners,  high-resolution 
digital  photography  equipment  and  color 
laser  printers. 

A  work  area  containing  additional 
PCs  for  students  will  also  be  added  to  this 
building.  More  than  $30,000  has  been 
allocated  from  the  Cannon  Trusts  grant  to 
acquire  software  for  mathematics  simula- 
tions, statistics  and  programming  tools. 
Funds  from  the  grant  will  also  provide  sev- 
eral other  technological  upgrades.  Since 
the  1970s,  the  college  has  been  a  beneficia- 
ry of  the  Cannon  Trusts'  philanthropy. 

The  room  that  will  house  the  new 
computer  equipment  will  be  made  possi- 
ble with  a  gift  of  $250,000  from  Pat 
Anderson,  a  long-time  friend  of  education 
and  Charles  Snipes  38.  Anderson  has 
bachelors  and  masters  degrees  from 
Appalachian  State  University  and  has 
taught  in  Charlotte  and  Reidsville.  Addi- 
tionally, she  has  served  on  various  boards 
that  support  education  in  the  area.

Alumna  sings  with  German  opera  company

saw  an  opera  until  she  was  a  sopho- 
more in  college. 

However,  she  is  currently  a  leading 
soprano  employed  by  an  opera  com- 
pany in  Radebeul  near  the  city  of 
Dresden,  Germany.  It  hasn't  been  easy, 
she  admitted.  But  she  has  been  suc- 
cessful thanks  to  talent,  hard  work, 
persistence  and  the  encouragement 
of  several  mentors. 

Hughey's  musical  interest  was  nur- 
tured from  a  young  age  as  she  learned 
to  play  piano  from  her  mother,  a 
church  organist.  By  the  time  Hughey 
reached  high  school,  she  was  also 
playing  flute.  Her  mother  recognized 
that  her  daughter  needed  more 
advanced  music  instruction  and  took 
her  to  Karl  Kinard  '57,  director  of 
music  at  St.  John's  Lutheran  Church  in 
Salisbury.  After  taking  piano  and  organ 
lessons  from  Kinard  for  about  a  year, 
she  asked  if  he  would  also  teach  her 
to  sing.  He  suggested  she  audition  for 
the  local  Concert  Choir  he  directed. 

Impressed  by  her  talent,  he  put  her 
in  the  choir  and  also  gave  her  private 
voice  lessons.  By  the  time  she  gradu- 
ated from  high  school,  she  was  taking 
music  lessons  three  times  a  week 
in  singing,  piano  and  organ.  Kinard 
strongly  encouraged  her  to  attend 
Lenoir-Rhyne  College  to  further  her 
musical  education. 

Not  knowing  exactly  what  career 
path  she  would  follow,  Hughey 
enrolled  at  L-R  as  a  music  education 
major  with  emphasis  in  voice  and 
flute.  She  later  changed  her  major  to 
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music  performance.  It  was  during 
this  time  that  one  of  her  music  pro- 
fessors, Jody  Kindt,  took  her  class 
to  see  a  touring  opera  company.  She 
also  toured  Europe  with  the  A  Cap- 
pella  Choir,  and  was  inspired  by 
the  musical  traditions  she  found 
in  Germany.  Hughey  studied  the 
German  language  for  two  semes- 
ters at  Lenoir-Rhyne  and  discov- 
ered she  had  a  knack  for  it. 

Shortly  after  graduation  she 
married  Richard  Hughey,  who  at 
the  time  was  director  of  the  West- 
ern Piedmont  Symphony  based 
in  Hickory.  About  that  time,  the 
Berlin  Wall  fell  and  Germany 
moved  toward  reunification. 
Richard  Hughey  was  convinced 
there  were  more  opportunities 
for  a  conductor  in  Germany,  so 
the  couple  moved  to  a  small  town 
between  Dresden  and  Berlin  in  1990. 

"It  was  kind  of  an  adventure,"  Jane 
Hughey  recalled.  At  the  time,  living 
standards  in  the  former  East  Germany 
were  far  behind  what  she  was  used  to 
in  America.  For  instance,  the  couple 
didn't  have  a  telephone  in  their  apart- 
ment for  more  than  a  year.  Gradually, 
conditions  have  improved  for  the  for- 
mer Soviet  Bloc  country.  Hughey's 
husband  landed  a  conducting  job,  and 
in  1992  she  was  hired  to  sing  in  the 
chorus  of  the  Landesbuehnen  Sachsen 
(Repertory  Theater  of  the  Province  of 
Saxony).  Armed  with  youthful  enthu- 
siasm, she  learned  a  new  language,  a 
new  profession  and  a  new  culture. 

In  Germany,  she  explained,  the  the- 
aters and  opera  houses  are  owned  by 
the  government  and  the  performers  are 
state  employees.  Hughey  said  she  had 
received  a  strong  musical  foundation 
from  Kinard  and  Lenoir-Rhyne.  How- 
ever, she  knew  she  needed  to  continue 


improving.  She  began  taking  privat 
voice  lessons,  which  she  continues 
today.  After  five  years  in  the  chorus, 
Hughey  took  the  unusual  step  of  ask- 
ing for  a  better  position.  In  Germany, 
she  explained,  most  people  pigeonhole 
performers  and  do  not  expect  anyone 
to  advance  from  singing  in  the  chorus 
to  being  a  soloist. 

"It  takes  a  lot  of  self-confidence 
to  ask  for  a  promotion,"  she  said. 
"I  could  fall  flat  on  my  face  —  but  at 
least  I  tried."  When  she  approached 
the  manager  of  the  company,  he  was 
surprised  but  receptive.  Based  on  an 
audition,  he  agreed  to  let  her  sing 
some  solo  roles.  During  this  time, 
she  was  performing  supporting  roles 
as  a  mezzo-soprano 

She  wanted  to  be  considered  for 
even  better  parts,  but  felt  she  needed 
to  sharpen  her  skills.  During  this 
time,  she  went  to  a  concert  by  Teresa 
Berganza,  a  famous  soprano  from 
Spain.  After  the  performance,  Hughey 
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Tve  learned  not  to  be  such  a  snob.  You  cant  forget 
your  audience  wants  to  be  entertained. ' 


went  backstage  to  ask  for  an  auto- 
graph. Berganza  was  very  gracious  to 
her  young  admirer,  and  Hughey  felt 
drawn  to  the  experienced  performer. 
She  said  she  instinctively  knew  that 
one  day  the  famous  soprano  would 
offer  her  some  significant  help. 

About  a  year  later,  Hughey  found 
out  about  a  master  voice  class  being 
taught  by  Berganza  in  Spain.  Hughey 
decided  she  would  have  to  go.  She 
sent  an  audition  tape  and  was  invited 
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to  a  live  audition.  She  was  then  select- 
ed as  one  of  only  10  students  in  the 
master  class.  "What  she  did  for  me 
in  those  two  weeks  changed  my  life," 
Hughey  said. 

The  opera  star  remembered  her 
earlier  meeting  with  Hughey  and 
encouraged  her  ambitions.  In  particu- 
lar, she  suggested  Hughey  try  singing 
the  higher  range  of  a  lyric/youthful 
dramatic  soprano.  She  also  suggested 
some  specific  techniques  to  practice. 


Hughey  returned  to  Dresden 
and  continued  to  practice.  Then, 
once  again,  she  approached  the 
theater  manager  and  asked  for  a 
promotion.  Once  again,  she  was 
successful  in  moving  up  within 
the  company.  Today,  she  is  singing 
many  of  the  lead  roles. 

In  2001,  she  was  awarded  a 
Bayreuth  Scholarship  from  the 
Richard  Wagner  Society  of  Dresden. 
This  is  an  honor  that  opens  the 
door  for  more  professional  develop- 
ment opportunities. 

Over  the  years,  Hughey  has  per- 
formed a  wide  variety  of  roles.  She 
sang  the  part  of  Hansel  in  the  opera 
"Hansel  and  Gretel"  and  Cherubino  in 
the  "Marriage  of  Figaro."  Both  of  these 
are  called  "pants  roles,"  in  which  the 
characters  are  young  boys  but  the 
parts  are  written  for  women  singers. 
More  recently,  she  has  starred  in 
the  title  role  of  "The  Bartered  Bride" 
(B.  Smetana)  and  is  currently  singing 
the  part  of  Agathe  in  the  opera  "Der 
Freischuetz"  by  Carl  Maria  von  Weber. 
She  will  soon  appear  as  Donna  Elvira 
in  W  A.  Mozarts  "Don  Giovanni." 
Her  theater  group  also  performs 
some  lighter  fare  as  part  of  a  summer 
outdoor  concert  series.  One  of  her 
more  interesting  roles  was  that  of 
Eliza  Doolittle  in  "My  Fair  Lady."  The 
English  musical  was  translated  into 
German,  and  Elizas  cockney  accent 
became  a  Berlin  accent  for  the  German 
audience.  Hughey  said  she  had  to  have 
a  dialogue  coach  to  master  that  pan. 

Although  she  still  enjoys  the  oper- 
atic roles,  she  said  she  has  come  to 
enjoy  the  musical  theater  as  well. 
'Tve  learned  not  to  be  such  a  snob." 
she  said.  "You  can't  forget  your  audi- 
ence wants  to  be  entertained." 

Now  36,  Hughey  says  she  plans  to 
continue  performing  and  learning  as 
long  as  she  can,  probably  for  another 
15  years.  Although  her  professional 
success  has  been  far  from  easy,  she 
said  she  has  never  regretted  her  career 
path.  "Even-  step  of  the  way.  I  felt  this 
is  really  what  I  should  be  doing,"  she 
said.  "It  has  felt  right  for  so  long."      □

Brown,  who  received  Lenoir- 
Rhyne's  Distinguished  Alumnus 
Award  this  year,  has  had  a  highly  suc- 
cessful career  in  health  care  manage- 
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ment.  After  earning  a  bachelors 
degree  in  economics  from  Lenoir- 
Rhyne,  he  enlisted  in  the  Army  and 
attended  Officer  Candidate  School, 
Airborne  and  Ranger  School.  As  the 
Vietnam  War  was  winding  down,  he 
spent  some  time  in  Cambodia. 

Returning  home,  he  used  his  G.I. 
benefits  to  earn  a  masters  of  public 
health  from  the  University  of  North 
Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill.  Brown  said 
he  decided  to  enter  the  health  care 


field  after  working  part-time  at  Iredell 
Memorial  Hospital  and  Catawba  Val- 
ley Medical  Center  while  a  student. 
"Most  people  who  go  into  health 
care  have  a  desire  to  help  their  fellow 
man,"  he  explained.  "It's  almost  like  a 
calling."  He  also  said  his  years  playing 
offensive  guard  for  the  Bears  football 
team  instilled  in  him  the  values  of 
teamwork  and  commitment  that 
would  shape  his  future  life. 

"After  being  on  the  football  team 
(under  Coach  Hanley  Painter),  Offi- 
cer Candidate  School  was  a  breeze," 
Brown  said  with  a  chuckle. 

After  completing  his  education, 
Brown  became  a  successful  hospital 
administrator,  moving  up  to  larger 
and  larger  institutions.  In  1997,  he 
became  executive  vice  president  of 
Novant  Health,  a  system  that  employs 
13,000  persons  and  includes  several 
hospitals,  nursing  homes  and  physi- 
cian practices  as  well  as  an  HMO. 

At  the  same  time  his  civilian  career 
was  advancing,  Brown  developed  a 
parallel  career  in  the  Air  National 
Guard,  becoming  an  expert  in 
biological  weapons. 

In  2001  he  retired  as  a  colonel  in 
the  Medical  Service  Corps  of  the  N.C. 
Air  National  Guard.  During  Opera- 
tions Desert  Shield  and  Desert  Storm, 
he  served  seven  months  in  Saudi  Ara- 
bia, Iraq  and  Kuwait.  During  that  time, 
he  was  commander  of  the  Aeromedical 
Evacuation  Squadron,  which  was 
charged  with  evacuating  any  American 
troops  wounded  or  exposed  to  biologi- 
cal attacks.  Fortunately,  those  kinds  of 
attacks  did  not  occur. 

"I  retired  not  really  knowing  what 
I  wanted  to  do,"  Brown  said.  Soon 
afterward,  he  received  a  call  from  the 
University  of  North  Carolina  Hospi- 
tals asking  him  to  develop  a  bio  terror- 
ism response  plan.  What  began  with 
one  project  grew  into  a  full-time 
consulting  business. 

Soon  Brown,  57,  found  he  was 
working  80  hours  a  week  —  not 
exactly  what  he  had  expected.  To 
obtain  the  support  he  needed,  he 
merged  his  consulting  firm  with 
Pershing  Yoakley  &  Associates.  He 
now  heads  the  Charlotte  office  of 
that  firm  and  also  teaches  part  time 
at  UNC  School  of  Public  Health. 

During  his  service  in  the  Gulf  War, 
Brown  said  he  came  to  expect  that

In  this  capaci- 
ty, he  helped  lead  a  successful  campaign  to  raise  funds  for 
athletic  scholarships.  Additionally,  he  served  as  interim 
director  of  the  PEL  La  Torre  has  also  assisted  with  class 
reunions  and  serves  on  the  colleges  Board  of  Visitors.

one  day  Americas  enemies  would 
launch  a  biological  attack  on  our 
nation.  It's  relatively  easy  and  inex- 
pensive, he  said.  As  devastating  as  the 
Sept.  1 1,  2001,  attacks  were,  a  biolog- 
ical attack  might  have  been  worse. 
Studies  have  suggested  that  a  few 
people  willing  to  be  infected  with 
smallpox  could  have  infected  many 
thousands  of  Americans  before  the 
country  was  even  aware  of  the  danger. 
In  such  a  case,  Brown  said  this  coun- 
try would  have  to  use  quarantines, 
which  haven't  been  used  here  since 
the  polio  epidemics  of  the  1950s. 

Brown's  career  has  also  involved 
him  in  another  topic  of  public  con- 
cern, the  rising  cost  of  health  care. 
"We  have  the  best  health  care  delivery 
system  in  the  world,"  Brown  said.  This 
is  proved  by  the  fact  that  the  average 
life  expectancy  has  increased  by  about 
four  years  within  the  last  few  decades. 

However,  the  cost  has  skyrocketed, 
placing  a  burden  on  individuals,  busi- 
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nesses  and  government.  Today,  one- 
sixth  of  the  gross  national  product  is 
spent  on  health  care. 

Congress  is  under  mounting  pres- 
sure to  offer  drug  coverage  to  Medicare 
patients.  "We're  in  danger  of  develop- 
ing a  two-tier  system  of  health  care," 
he  said.  Although  some  receive  state- 
of-the-art  care,  others  do  not  have 
medical  insurance  and  often  do  not 
seek  medical  care  until  a  crisis  devel- 
ops. "I  think  we're  on  the  cusp  of  hav- 
ing to  make  significant  changes  in 
how  we  look  at  health,"  he  said. 

Instead  of  focusing  so  heavily  on 
treatment,  the  system  needs  to  reward 
prevention,  he  said.  For  example, 
encouraging  people  to  exercise  and  lose 
weight  will  eventually  pay  off  in  better 
health  and  lower  health  care  costs. 

Brown's  dedication  to  helping  oth- 
ers has  not  gone  unnoticed.  Over  the 
years,  he  has  received  numerous  mili- 
tary and  civilian  honors.  He  received 
the  Legion  of  Merit,  Bronze  Star,  Mer- 


itorious Service  Medal,  and  Army  and 
Air  Force  commendation  medals. 

Early  on,  he  switched  from  the 
Army  National  Guard  to  the  Ait- 
National  Guard  so  that  he  could  serve 
with  a  medical  unit  based  in  Char- 
lotte. In  1996,  he  was  inducted  into 
the  Army  Officer  Candidate  School 
Hall  of  Fame. 

He  is  a  fellow  ol  the  American 
College  of  Healthcare  Executives 
and  has  received  the  UNC  School  ol 
Public  Health  Distinguished  Alumnus 
Award.  He  is  also  a  recipient  oi  the 
Order  of  the  Long  Leal  Pine.  North 
Carolina's  highest  award. 

He  and  his  wife,  Laura,  have  one 
son,  Thad,  who  has  followed  his 
father  into  the  field  of  health  care. 
Brown  said  he  lias  enjoved  his  chosen 
occupation. 

"I've  never  regretted  for  a  minute 
going  into  this  field."  Brown  said.  "1 
continue  to  be  challenged.

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Distinguished  musician 
David  Miller  '39  dies 

Dr.  L.  David  Miller  Jr.  39, 
died  May  21,  2003,  in 
Columbia,  S.C.,  at  the  age  of  84. 
Miller  had  a  long  and  distin- 
guished career  as  a  church 
musician.  He  received  an  hon- 
orary doctorate  in  music  from 
L-R  in  1960  and  the  Lenoir- 
Rhyne  Distinguished  Alumnus 
Award  in  1972. 

He  was  born  in  Lenoir,  N.C., 
and  earned  a  master  of  divinity 
degree  from  Lutheran  Theologi- 
cal Southern  Seminary  He  was 
ordained  in  1942  and  earned  a 

master  of  sacred  music  degree  from  Union  Theological  Seminary 
in  New  York  City.  He  also  did  post-graduate  work  at  Kirchen- 
musikschula,  Hanover,  Germany. 

He  served  as  minister  of  music  at  several  Lutheran  churches. 
In  1955,  he  was  named  dean  of  the  School  of  Music  at  Witten- 
berg University,  Springfield,  Ohio.  He  directed  the  Wittenberg 
Choir  from  1955  to  1972,  during  which  time  he  instituted  an 
international  touring  program,  giving  concerts  in  29  countries.

The  choir  was  featured  on  NBC's  "Great  Choirs  of  America" 
series,  The  Protestant  Hour  and  the  Armed  Forces  Radio  Net- 
work Broadcasts.  The  choir  was  cited  as  "Ambassadors  of  Song 
and  Good  Will  to  the  World  for  the  United  States"  by  the  U.S. 
House  of  Representatives. 

In  1978,  Miller  accepted  the  position  of  professor  of  church 
music  and  choir  director  at  Lutheran  Theological  Southern  Sem- 
inary in  Columbia,  S.C.  He  also  served  as  organist  and  choir 
director  for  Ebenezer  Lutheran  Church  and  organized  the  Bach 
Choir  of  Columbia.  He  retired  from  the  seminary  in  1986,  but 
remained  active  as  a  guest  organist  for  churches  in  the  Carolinas 
and  as  organist/choir  director  for  St.  Michael's  Lutheran  Church. 

Miller  served  as  president  of  the  Hymn  Society  of  America 
and  was  a  member  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Liturgical 
Conference.  He  was  also  a  regular  contributor  to  professional 
music  journals  and  composed  many  hymns.  He  was  the  author 
of  the  books  "Psalms  for  Today"  and  "Hymns  —  The  Story  of 
Christian  Song." 

He  received  the  Distinguished  Service  Citation  from  the 
Choral  Conductors  Guild  of  America,  the  Medal  of  Honor  from 
the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  of  Germany,  and  the  Meritori- 
ous Service  Award  and  The  Canticum  Novum  Award  from  Wit- 
tenberg University.  He  also  received  the  Wittenberg  Medal  of 
Honor.  He  is  survived  by  his  daughters,  Andrea  Miller  of 
Columbia,  S.C,  Anita  Rich  of  Beaufort,  S.C;  and  his  sister, 
Frances  Stirewalt  of  Hillsborough,  N.C  ■

The  Ripple  Effect"  was  a  phrase  used 
to 
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to  describe  what  happened  to  the 
Lenoir-Rhyne  football  team  when  Klynt 
Ripple  '40,  an  outstanding  defensive 
football  player,  took  to  the  field.  Today, 
Klynt  Ripple  has  created  a  new  "Ripple 
Effect."  He  and  his  wife,  Frances,  estab- 
lished a  $  1  million  charitable  remainder 
unitrust,  50  percent  of  which  will  ulti- 
mately be  used  by  Lenoir-Rhyne  to 
create  an  endowment. 

Unfortunately,  Frances  Ripple  died 
shortly  after  the  trust  was  established. 
Klynt  Ripple  has  been  a  longtime  leader 
at  his  alma  mater.  In  his  student  days, 
he  was  a  sports  standout  who  was  voted 
Most  Athletic  Senior.  He  was  inducted 
into  the  L-R  Sports  Hall  of  Fame  in 
1979.  He  has  served  more  than  50  years 
on  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Pied- 
mont Educational  Foundation  and  is 
now  an  honorary  life  member.  He  is 
a  former  president  of  this  board  and 
served  many  years  on  the  Hall  of  Fame 
Selection  Committee. 

He  served  as  president  of  the  L-R 
Alumni  Association  for  two  years.  For 
its  first  three  years,  he  was  the  chair  of 
the  Loyalty  Fund,  the  predecessor  of  the 

current  Annual  Fund.  In  1961  and  1981  he  received  the  Lenoir- 
Rhyne  College  Service  Award  in  recognition  of  his  leadership 
and  service  to  the  Alumni  Association. 

Two  of  the  Ripples'  three  children  are  L-R  graduates  — 
Chris  Ripple  '70  and  Betsy  Ripple  Cook  '75  —  as  well  as  a 
grandson,  Bryan  Ripple  '95,  who  followed  in  his  father's  and 
grandfather's  footsteps  by  playing  football  for  the  Bears.  Before 
his  retirement,  Klynt  Ripple  was  president  and  treasurer  for  55 
years  of  Welcome  Milling  Co.,  a  flour  and  feed  mill  located 
near  Lexington  and  started  by  his  father  in  1917. 

The  Ripples  have  a  long  history  of  giving  to  L-R,  which  has 
been  extended  through  estate  planning.  They  established  a  $  1 
million  charitable  remainder  unitrust  using  a  tract  of  timber- 
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Klynt  and  Frances  Ripple 


land  to  fund  it.  With  a  charitable 
remainder  unitrust  (CRT),  all  proceeds 
from  the  sale  of  the  asset  stay  in  the 
trust,  and  an  income  is  drawn  from  the 
total  amount.  If  the  Ripples  had  sold  the 
land,  the  profits  would  have  been  sub- 
ject to  capital  gains  tax,  reducing  the 
value  of  the  asset  by  at  least  one-fourth. 

The  procedure  for  establishing  a 
unitrust  is  not  complicated,  but  does 
require  professional  legal  help.  The  trust 
is  established  and  an  asset  is  placed  into 
the  trust.  The  trust  then  sells  the  asset 
and  no  capital  gains  taxes  are  paid.  The 
Ripples  decided  that  the  proceeds  of 
their  CRT  would  be  split  evenly  between 
Lenoir-Rhyne  College  and  the  Methodist 
Church.  First  United  Methodist  Church 
of  Lexington,  N.C.,  and  Arbor  Acres  in 
Winston-Salem,  a  ministry  of  the  United 
Methodist  Church,  will  each  receive 
one-fourth  of  the  trust  proceeds. 

The  trust  is  designed  to  pay  an  income 
for  20  years.  Klynt  Ripple  will  continue  to 
receive  this  income  during  this  time.  If  he 
dies  within  that  time  frame,  his  children 
will  receive  the  money  until  that  period  is 
completed.  After  that,  the  funds  will  go  to 
the  charities  named. 

Ripple  said,  "It's  a  win-win  situation; 
we  were  able  to  convert  a  non-income  producing  asset  into  a 
trust  that  will  generate  income  for  our  family  and,  at  the  end 
of  20  years,  distribute  the  remainder  to  three  charities  that 
mean  a  great  deal  to  all  of  us." 

He  added,  "L-R  has  been  a  presence  in  my  life  since  1936. 
Even  when  I  was  on  my  honeymoon  in  1946,  I  came  through 
campus  to  show  it  off  and  to  introduce  my  wife  to  everyone. 
Frances  and  I  have  always  gone  to  everything  on  campus, 
especially  the  athletic  events  and  class  reunions.  Even  though 
she  was  a  graduate  of  Catawba  College,  she  came  to  love  L-R 
as  much  as  I  do."

takes  long  path  to  reach  goals 

Troy  Kassab  '03  has  taken 
a  long  path  to  reach  his 
goals,  but  he  is  nearer  now 
than  ever  before. 

Kassab,  28,  is  enrolled 
in  Wake  Forest  University's 
physician  assistant  program 
after  earning  a  bachelor's 
degree  from  L-R  in  biology. 
It  wasn't  always  obvious  that 
he  would  be  successful.  He 
dropped  out  of  high  school 
and  earned  a  GED  by 
attending  night  school. 

Deciding  he  needed  a  new  direction  in  life,  he  joined 
the  Army.  At  first  he  was  told  he  could  only  enlist  as  a 
cook.  However,  after  scoring  well  on  an  aptitude  test, 
he  was  given  a  choice  of  careers  and  chose  to  become 
a  combat  medical  specialist. 

In  1995,  he  received  a  hardship  discharge  from  the 
military  because  his  mother  was  suffering  with  liver  can- 
cer and  he  had  a  younger  brother  who  was  still  a  minor. 

Kassab  helped  raise  his  brother  while  holding  down  a 
series  of  jobs.  He  also  became  certified  as  an  emergency 
medical  technician  so  he  could  use  his  military  training  in  a 
civilian  job.  Pursing  his  interest  in  emergency  medicine,  he 
enrolled  at  Catawba  Valley  Community  College's  paramedic 
training  program.  Although  he  made  straight  As  at  the  com- 
munity college,  Kassab  again  decided  to  change  directions. 

In  1999,  he  enrolled  in  Lenoir-Rhyne  College's  physi- 
cian assistant  program.  This  program  involved  three  years 
of  education  at  L-R  and  two  more  years  at  Wake  Forest 
University.  Unfortunately,  the  transfer  agreement  was 


discontinued  when  Wake  Forest  decided  to  make  its 
program  a  master's  degree. 

By  this  time,  Kassab  was  married  and  had  a  child. 
However,  he  switched  to  biology  with  the  goal  of  com- 
pleting his  undergraduate  degree  at  L-R  and  enrolling  in 
a  graduate  physician  assistant  program. 

Kassab  usually  worked  two  part-time  jobs  while  at  L-R 
and  also  received  several  grants  and  scholarships.  He  also 
continued  to  volunteer  with  the  local  rescue  squad. 

"I  have  a  wonderful  wife,"  he  said.  "She  has  worked 
hard  to  keep  things  running."  His  wife,  Andrea,  is  a  certi- 
fied massage  therapist.  Their  son,  Andrew,  is  5  years  old. 

Despite  these  obligations,  he  was  able  to  maintain 
excellent  grades,  being  named  to  the  President's  List  many 
times.  Because  of  his  academic  record,  he  was  invited  to 
participate  in  the  L-R  Honors  Program.  For  his  senior 
honors  thesis,  he  conducted  independent  research  about 
box  turtles. 

Kassab  tracked  the  turtles  living  in  Riverbend  Park  in 
Hickory  by  attaching  a  bobbin  of  thread  to  their  shells. 
Each  day  he  would  follow  the  threads  to  determine  where 
the  turtles  had  been.  "The  turtles  go  slow,"  he  explained. 
"They  don't  wear  a  watch."  This  spring,  he  presented 
his  research  at  the  N.C.  Academy  of  Science,  where  he 
received  first  place  in  animal  ecology.  His  research  indi- 
cated the  turtles  are  drastically  affected  by  relative  humid- 
ity and  temperature.  The  recent  drought  has  had  an 
adverse  effect  on  them,  he  concluded. 

After  graduation  in  May,  Kassab  and  his  family  moved 
to  Winston-Salem  so  he  could  complete  the  two-year  PA. 
program  at  Wake  Forest.  The  first  year  is  mostly  class- 
work,  he  explained.  The  second  year  involves  a  lot  of 
practical  experience. 

Kassab  said  he  isn't  sure  which  of  many  specialties  he 
might  enter  as  a  physician's  assistant.  "It's  dawned  on  me 
the  whole  world  is  open  to  me,"  he  said.  ■

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Triplets  enliven  Bartlett  household 

There  aren't  many  quiet  moments  in  the  Bartlett  house- 
hold. In  1996,  "Profile"  introduced  its  readers  to 
Wayne  '93  and  Toni  Bartlett,  who  had  just  had  triplets. 
The  three  girls  made  for  quite  a  houseful,  considering 
there  were  already  two  boys  in  the  family. 

Both  parents  are  nurses.  Toni  earned  her  associate's 
degree  in  nursing  and  was  followed  by  her  husband,  who 
transferred  from  Western  Piedmont  Community  College 
in  Morganton  to  complete  his  bachelor's  degree  at  L-R. 
At  the  time  they  discovered  they  would  be  having  triplets, 
Wayne  was  about  to  enter  the  full-time  master's  degree 
program  in  nurse  anesthesia  at  the  University  of  North 
Carolina-  Charlo  tte . 

Because  of  their  medical  background,  the  Bartletts  were 
a  little  concerned  about  the  complications  that  are  possible 
with  multiple  births.  Fortunately,  everything  went  well 
with  the  delivery  of  the  triplets,  who  were  born  by  Cesare- 
an section  about  five  weeks  early.  Today,  many  multiple 
births  are  the  result  of  fertility  drugs,  but  in  the  Bartletts' 
case,  the  triplets  were  an  unexpected  bonus.  What's  even 
more  unusual,  they  are  identical. 

"Those  were  two  very  interesting  years,"  Wayne  said 
about  the  time  he  was  in  graduate  school  as  Toni  stayed 
home  with  the  children.  After  two  years  of  hard  work, 
Wayne  received  his  master's  degree.  He  is  now  employed  as 
the  chief  nurse  anesthetist  at  Caldwell  Memorial  Hospital. 

He  explained  that  a  nurse  anesthetist  can  perform  any 
of  the  duties  of  an  anesthesiologist,  who  is  a  medical  doc- 
tor. Wayne  said  his  hospital  employs  both  types  of  special- 
ists. The  anesthesiologist  usually  interviews  the  patient 
before  a  surgery  or  other  procedure  and  prescribes  the  drug: 
to  be  used.  The  nurse  anesthetists  typically  administers 
the  drugs  before  and  during  surgery. 

Toni  is  a  stay-at-home  mom  who  is  an  active  volunteer 
with  the  Caldwell  County  schools.  The  three  Bartlett  girls 
are  healthy  and  energetic  7-year-olds  who  are  about  to 
enter  second  grade.  Lillian  Elizabeth,  Haley  Nicole  and 
Savannah  Jaid  have  red  hair  and  blue  eyes.  They  enjoy 
cheerleading,  dance  and  soccer  and  are  learning  to  ski. 


Wayne  said  they  usually  dress  the  girls  differently  and 
recognize  that  each  has  her  own  personality.  However,  they 
can  create  confusion  when  they  dress  alike.  For  instance, 
when  they  started  first  grade,  they  were  each  assigned  to 
a  different  class.  On  the  last  day  of  school,  they  pulled  a 
prank  by  switching  classes.  Most  of  their  classmates  were 
in  on  the  joke,  but  only  one  teacher  figured  it  out. 

The  Bartletts  stay  on  the  go  as  they  take  all  five  children 
to  various  activities.  The  three  girls  are  all  on  the  same 
soccer  team,  so  their  parents  use  different  color  hair  bows 
to  tell  them  apart  on  the  field.  Their  brothers,  Audie,  12, 
and  Forrest,  10,  are  on  different  teams. 

The  Bartletts'  experience  with  Lenoir- Rhyne  was  so 
positive  that  Toni  convinced  her  sister  Nikki  Curtis  '03 
to  earn  her  nursing  degree  at  the  College.

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L-R  alums  meet  on  ocean  platform 

What  are  the  odds  that  two  Lenoir-Rhyne  alums  would  meet 
on  an  ocean  platform  in  the  Atlantic  Ocean  while  they  were 
working  on  a  NASA  research  project? 

Ask  Ken  Rutledge  '78,  senior  scientist  with  Analytical  Ser- 
vices and  Materials,  a  NASA  contractor.  He  is  a  statistician  by 
occupation.  He  earned  a  double  major  in  environmental  studies 
and  biology  from  L-R.  He  later  received  a  master's  degree  in 
marine  biology  and  biostatistics  from  Old  Dominion  University. 

Rutledge  has  been  working  on  NASA  projects  since  1985. 
Now  he  is  supervising  a  project  related  to  the  global  climate  that 
verifies  information  from  an  earth  research  satellite  called  Aqua. 

To  verify  the  data  collected  by 
the  satellite,  NASA  sets  up 
monitoring  stations  on  earth. 
One  of  those  is  an  85'  by  85' 
lighthouse  anchored  14  miles 
off  the  Norfolk,  Va.,  coast. 
As  unlikely  as  it  might 
seem,  that  is  where  he  ran 
into  Michele  McCourt  '99, 
a  fellow  Lenoir-Rhyne 
alum.  McCourt  double 
majored  in  physics  and 
math  at  L-R.  She  later 
earned  a  master's  degree  in 
atmospheric  physics  from 
the  University  of  Mary- 
land Baltimore  County.  She  is  current- 
ly working  on  a  doctorate  in  the  same  field  from  the  same 
university  and  hopes  to  graduate  in  May  2005. 


She  and  several  other  graduate  students  are  participating  in 
the  NASA  research  project  on  the  ocean  platform.  One  of  her 
professors  actually  discovered  that  she  and  Rutledge  were  both 
L-R  alumni. 

McCourt  said  she  came  to  Lenoir-Rhyne  initially  planning  to 
major  in  secondary  education.  "Math,  I'd  always  been  good  at," 
she  said.  "Physics  has  always  been  a  male-dominated  thing." 
She  said  she  first  decided  to  major  in  physics  just  to  prove  she 
could  do  it.  Then  she  came  to  realize  she  liked  it. 

When  she  finishes  her  Ph.D.,  she  hopes  to  teach  at  a  small, 
liberal  arts  college  like  Lenoir-Rhyne.  She  plans  to  continue 
her  research  into  atmospheric  physics  by  analyzing  data  down- 
loaded from  satellites. 

Rutledge  explained  that  the  current  project  is  called  CERES, 
which  stands  for  Clouds  and  Earth's  Radiant  Energy  System.  Its 
goal  is  to  help  scientists  understand  how  clouds  affect  climate. 
The  biggest  challenge  to  climatologists  is  to  understand  how 
clouds  transmit,  reflect  or  absorb  the  sun's  energy.  This  research 
could  help  them  better  predict  long-term  changes  in  the  earth's 
climate  and  to  help  determine  if  man  is  influencing  climate. 
The  data  verification  is  done  at  sea  because  the  surface  of  the 
ocean  is  relatively  flat  and  uniform. 

Although  doing  field  research  might  sound  glamorous, 
McCourt  said  her  current  project  involves  difficult  working 
conditions.  Researchers  are  on  the  lighthouse  platform  for  up  to 
two  weeks.  They  take  weather  readings  when  the  Aqua  satellite 
passes  overhead,  at  2  a.m.  and  2  p.m.  They  actually  work  from 
noon  to  4  p.m.  and  from  midnight  to  4  a.m.  There  isn't  much 
to  do  the  rest  of  the  time,  she  said,  except  read,  sleep  and  surf 
the  Internet.  (The  college  students  do  have  cell  phones  and 
Internet  access.)  "I  got  a  good  tan,"  she  said.  ■
